MONTHLY EXPENSES for the 
average Israel family are expeci- 
ed to increase by some [L150 as 
a result of the latest economic 
measures, which will lead to a 
five per cent general rise in prices, 
and larger increases in the cost 

of water, electricity and fuel. 

But the steps announced early 
yesterday are not the end of the 
story — additional price in- 
creases are anticipated when the 
Value-Added Tax is ‘imposed, 
probably in January, and likely 
at the rate of 10 per cent. Re- 
duction of subsidies for basic 
commodities is also a step the 
Treasury still insists on taking, 
and price increases in these com- 
modities wil] then be inevitable. 

_Finance Minister Yehoshua Ra- 
binowitz, speaking to reporters 
yesterday, said the main target 
of the new steps was to increase 
exports. The anticipated reduc- 
tion of the inflated deficit in the 
Government's ‘budget was a sec- 
ondary target. The fuel price in- 
crease, he said. was dictated both 
by the three “mini devaluations™ 
since June plus the latest one, 
and by the 10 per cent price hike 
announced by the oil exporting 
countries on Saturday. 

Since the June 18 devaluation 
of two per cent, followed by 
more creeping devaluations, the 
israel d had increased in va- 
jue, relative to major European 
currencies, by 16 agora — but 
the three small devaluations and 
the larger one of yesterday have 

ie 
pound at its pre-June 18 ‘evel, 
Mr. Rabinowitz said. (An increas- 
ed value of currency makes it 
harder to export, as it means 
‘prices go up for the buyers 
abroad.) 

As to the deficit, the Minister 
explained, the Treasury recogniz- 
ed that it had grown to a figure 
(for the year) of some IL5,500m.

In any event, he 
added, the Treasury has for some 
time been formulating a plan by 
which subsidies would be given up 
to a determined maximum for any 
Product. 

The Government's steps, despite 
relenting to the Histadrut on the 
subsidies issues, met with opposition 
and fiery criticism .from many 
quarters. In the Cabinet itself, two 
ministers voted against the mea- 


sures, Police Minister Shlomo 
Hillel, chairman of the Ministerial 
Committee on Welfare, said the steps 
were harmful to the poor —- raising 
costs but not compensating them.

Rabinowitz yesterday answered 
some of the critics, by saying there 
was no doubt the Government would 
have to table an additional budget 
— but this was not due to lack 
of a plan. The Treasury has a 
policy, but economic policy must be 
flexible. 

The Government, he added, hdd 
eut more than 111,000m. from its 
expenditures last year, and some 
IL550m. this year — and it there- 
fore could not be called inefficient. 
Moreover, apart from the Defence 
Ministry, all the Government Minis- 
tries have undertaken to absorb the 
Increased costs resulting from the 
latest measures.

At a press conference in Tel Aviv 
yesterday, six top Likud spokesmen 
Eliezer Shostak, Gideon Pat,

Gunmen hold 
hostages in 
London eatery 


LONDON (AP). — Jamaican gun- 
men holed up in a basement store- 
room of a London restaurant yes- 
terday released one of eight em- 
ployees they had taken hostage dur- 
ing an abortive robbery on Saturday 
night. 

The freed man told police there 
were three gunmen with the re- 
maining seven hostages in a room 
that measures three metres by 3.6 m. 


The release of the man, Alfredo 
Olivelli, came some 15 hours after 
men armed with sawed-off shotguns 
burst into the Spaghetti House res- 
taurant in the fashionable Knights- 
bridge district at 1.45 am. as it was 
closing. 

Mario Manca, Italy's Consul Gen- 
eral in London, said he understood 
the gunmen had released Olivelli as 
an act of good faith. Me said he wag 
standing by at the scene in case 
he was needed, All the hostages are 
believed to be Italian. . 


Police officials told newsmen the 
siege was sparked by “an armed 
robbery that went wrong” and that 
there did not seem to be any political 
aspects. 


By late jast night, the gunmen 
were still holding out as some 200 
armed policeman surrounded the res- 
taurant. Police would not specify 
what demands the gunmen had made, 
but said they “are very confused.”

Meshel asked Hevrat Ovdim (the 
Histadrut’s holding company), which 
contributes 24 per cent of the coun- 
ss Gross National Product, “to 
lead the way in maintaining price 
stability on goods sold from existing 
stocks or manufactured from exist- 
ing raw materials.” The secretary- 
general also asked Hevrat Ovdim 
secretary Efraim Reiner to see that 
the Histadrut’s supermarkets, Ha- 
mashbir Latzarchan and Koor In- 
dustries, for example, abide by this 
decision.

Bank director 
raps devaluation

TEL AVIV. — The latest financial 
measures taken by the Government 
will cause “no pain to the general 
public — and without causing pain, 
nothing will be accomplished.” This 
was stated yesterday by David Go. 
lan, director-general of the First In- 
ternational Bank. 


He believed that 10 per cent was 
not a large enough devaluation — 
but he refused to comment on what 
he thought the percentage should 
be. 

“Moreover, the form in which 
the measures were taken was full 
of distortions. Nothing was done to 
cut down the consumption of basic 
items (by raising their price), and 
little can be accomplished without 
cuttmg down this consumption. On 
the other hand, the maney being 
raised by taxes will only deprive 
the public of the feeling that it has 
to save; and without such savings 
there will be no accumulation of 
capital for investment. 


“The devaluation was not large 
enough to act as an export in- 
centive,” he said, nor “will it have 
any effect on raising productivity 
and efficiency."

SOVIET FOREIGN Minister An- 
drei Gromyko is understood to have 
raised the possibility of economic 
ties between Israel and a projected 
Palestinian state on the West Bank 
during his conversation with Yigal 
Allon last week.

Merchants challenge legality of surcharge 
Buyers jam stores to grab

Storeowners questioned by The 
Post yesterday said they will con- 
tinue retailing at the old prices as 
long as the old stock lasts — mainly 
because this is what their compe- 
titors will be dolng. However, one 
businessman said, even those who. 
do buy at the old prices are not 
really getting the bargain they think 
they are getting. "We are not rais- 
ing the prices,” he said, “but we are 
also not giving the reductions which 
were almost automatic once, so we 
are not really losing.” 

Some retailers expressed anxiety 
about a possible slowdown after the 
shopping rush subsidies, especially 
eonsidering that since the drastic 
economic measures of jJasi Noverm- 
ber business has net fully recovered. 

Others, however, expressed more 
optimistic forecasts, After Nuvem- 
ber, one retailer suid, “all that hap- 
pened was a very moderate slow- 
down. People did not stop buying 
things. Israelis will continue to buy. 
They cry and complain, but there 
seems to be plenty of spending mo- 
ney around." 

Yerahmiel Halperin. manager of 
the Capital's giant Hamashbir La- 
tzarchan department store, told The 
Post he will not raise prices on 
existing stocks. “But if and when 
our suppliers increase prices on new 
goods, we shall have to ralse them 
too.” 


Travel costs 
IL 2,000 more

TEL AVIV. — Israeli travellers as 
of this morning have to find an 
extra IL2,000 — or therebouts — to 
pay for their trips abroad. This in- 
cludes the 10 per cent increase in 
fares, the rise in travel tax and the 
higher cost of buying the $450 they 
are allowed to take out of the coun- 


Travel agencies fear the added 
burden may prove the last straw 
for as-yet-still-prospecting tide of 
Israeli tourism. (This year an esti- 
mated quarter million israeli tour- 
ists went abroad.) 

The increase in air fares ranges 
from 11450 to IL900 (to Europe and 
the U.S. respectively); but some 
price hikes go as high as 11,500 — 
for remote destinations or first-class 
tickets. The trip to South Africa is 
mow IL500 dearer than jast week, 
and the foreign-currency ailowance 
costs approximately IL.300 more than 
it did. 


Travellers who purchased their 


tickets before the devaluation will 
have to make up the difference, air- 
lines said yesterday. 

The fare rises mean travel tax 
bas gone up, as it is made up of 
a flat IL750 plus 15 per cent of the 
cost of the ticket. 

At noon yesterday the airport tax 
was raised by ILS, to ILA5. 


Stock Exchange 
closed, ‘black’ 
dollar hits IL8

TEL AVIV. — The Stock Exchang? 
was closed yesterday, following the 
devaluation announced over the 
weekend. 

David Ottensooser, chairman of 
the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange, said 
the exchange wag closed so people 
who had placed orders prior to the 
devaluation could reconsider. (AU 
orders placed before yesterday were 
cancelled.) 

The latest devaluation confirmed 
rumours which were rife on the 
exchange last week. In response to 
these rumours trading had been 
particularly heavy in linked bonds 
and Natad dollars. The latter, for 
example, rose 34 points during the 
week to stand at a high of 17.53. 
There was also fairly heavy trading 
in index-linked bonds, with a decline 
ἴῃ stocks. 

That other barometer of devalua- 
tion, the black market dollar, also 
was in considerable demond last 
week, rising from IL7.75 τὸ 107.80. 
Yesterday's price for the black 
market doliar was ITLS8.00 (dealers' 
price} and IL7.30 paid for first- 
quality cheques. 

Financial circles believe there will 
be substantial interest in index- and 
dolar-linked bonds today, with the 
possibility that most will go beyond 
the permissible 5 per cent price in- 
crease and be declared “Buyers 
Only.” 
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reads “Terror

At the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry, Price Commissioner Ze'ev 
Birger issued a special directive to 
regional directors, ordering them to 
keep a close watch on retail prices 
in their areas. 

He said there will be no bianket 
Sanction to boost prices of locally 
manufactured goods under price 
control. Each manufacturer's appli- 
cation for a price increase will be 
considered on its own merits, he 
said, with a view towards offsetting 
“reasonable” price increases with 
price reductions resulting from 
lower world prices for certain raw 
materials. 

Meanwhile, a legal challenge loom- 
ed yesterday to the newly imposed 
10 per cent inventory surcharge. 
Acting on their attorney's advice, 
the Jerusalem Merchants Associa- 
tion sped a letter to Finance Min- 
ister Rabinowitz asking him to 
rescind the levy since it is “illegal 
and outside your purview.” 

Basing its oppesition to the sur- 
charge on Paragraph 9 of the Law 
and Administration Ordinance, the 
association sald it would appeal to 
the High Court for a restraining 
crder unless Rabinowitz replies to 
their letter “satisfactorily” within 
48 hours. 


(The ordinance, according to the 
merchants’ understanding, permits 
a retreactive surcharge only in ing- 
tances where such a move is neces- 
sary, “for defence of the country 
or its citizens, or to maintain an 
uninterrupted supply of vital goods 
and services.”)

Prices of new 
cars increase

TEL AVIV. — The prices of new 
cars jumped by at least 13 per cent 
as a result of the latest devaluation 


and the increase in taxes. 
Car importers, however, declined 


yesterday to specify exact prices, 


Claiming that they either hadn't 


received clear {information from the 


authorities or that they hadn't cal- 
culated the new prices. 


The following price increases were . 
obtained unofficially: Renault 5 — 
114,800; Fiat 127 — 13,300; Volks-

Many of the importers believed 
that the higher prices will drive 
away potential ouyers. Sales of the 
1976 models have gotten off to a 
slow start because the prices were 
already double those of a year ago. 

Meanwhile, drivers of trucks and 
taxis are slated to meet this week 
to decide what course of action to 
follow because of the Increase in 
fuel prices and operational costs, 
such as spare parts. The truckers 
are reportedly asking for a 15 per 
cent increase in tariffs. 

One Ministry of Transport spokes- 
man visualized a return to the 
1950s, when there were a lot of 
“old heaps” on the roads. Road 
safety experts are fearful that the 
situation will result in more ac- 
eidents because drivers won't be 
able to afford proper repairs.

HAIFA. — The Haifa Symphony 
Orchestra, pronounced dead and 
disbanded three weeks ago, sud- 
denly sprang back to 1518 yesterday 
with a surprise announcement of 
agreement between its board of 

trustees and the 52 musicians. 

Haifa City Councilman Aharon 
Shepira, who as the man commis- 
sioned to reorganize the orchestra 
had announced its demise, told the 
press that “full agreement has been 
reached with the musicians on re- 
organization, and we are turning 
over a new leaf." 

The board has dropped its de- 
mand that all the musiciang un- 
dergo auditions, and has decided 
to bring the orchestra’s strength 
up to 70. Shapira also apoke of a 
budget of IL3.5m. to maintain the 
enlarged orchéstra — IL1.5 beyond 
what the City and Education Min- 
istry have appropriated for it. 

Under the agreement, reached 
only hours before, the problem of 
a conductor had also been solved. 
The young MHaifa-born conductor

“artistic adviser.” Soviet immigrant 
Shmuel Friedman (whom the play- 
ers had at one stage rejected) will

Big security 
push launched 
in Ulster 


BELFAST (UPI). — Troops and 
police yesterday renewed what has 
been described as one of the biggest 
security operations along -the bor- 
ders of three Northern Ireland 
counties with the Irish Republic. 

An army spokesman said 1,500 
troops and police, many of them 
ferried to remote areas by heli- 
copter, took part in the operation 
along the borders of Fermanagh, 
Tyrone and counties, 

They set up roadblocks on minor 
reads and security forces in the 
Irish Republic also stepped up their 
patrols on their side of the borders. 
However, there were no reports of 
arrests or arms discoveries in con- 
nection with the operation. 

But a hijacked truck packed with 
explosives blew up outside a school 
in the village of Newtownhamilton 
on the Northern side of the border, 
a few hours before the operation 
began.

NATO ASKS DUTCH 
TO RECONSIDER 
DEFENCE CUTS 


BRUSSELS (UPI). --- The North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization {Na- 
to) told the Netherlands yesterday 
that its planned defence cuts would 
damage Nato's ‘defence. 

The Nato defence planning com- 
mittee urged the Dutch Government 
“to reccnsider its proposals” to de- 
commission a guided missile cruiser 
next month — two years earlter 
than planned — and te withdraw 13 
Neptune naval patrol airplanes as- 
signed to Nato. 

“Implementation of the Nether- 
lands’ proposals would have an ad- 
verse effect on the defensive capa- 
city of the alliance,” the commit- 
tee said. 

The air’and naval cuts were an- 
nounced in the new Dutch budget 
as part of an economy drive there. 
But Nato officials said the Nether- 
lands is in better economic shape 
than many Nato nations and has 
no right to throw an extra burden 
on some of its allies by reducing 


its role in the defence of northern 
Europe and the North Sca. 

Three of those allies 
Germany, Belgium and Norway — 
already have sent individual pro- 
tests to The Hague over the cuts. 

It was the second time in 14 
months that Nato has tried to stop 
the Dutch from trimming their de- 
fences. A Dutch proposal to cut 
back ground forces last year was 
Modified after Nato protests. 

A Nato offical called the Dutch 
cuts ‘Telatively spectacular.“ The 
guided missile cruiser De Zeven 
Provinelen ts the biggest ship in the 
Duteh Navy, and the retirement of 
the 18 Neptunes Jeaves only two of 
the reconnaissance planes — both 
currently in Surinam — still in the 
Dutch Air Force. 

Nato secretary-general Joseph 
Luns, formerly a Dutch Foreign 
Minister, sent a private letter to the 
Dutch Government last week, also 
urging them to think again. 


Bonn aids Egyptian power project 


CAIRO (UPI). — Egypt will sign 
a contract tomorrow with a West 
German conzortium for the impie- 
mentation of the Kattara project, 
8. multi-million dollar power scheme 
in the western Egyptian desert, the 
Middle East News Agency reported 
yesterday. 

The project will be carried out 
in four stages ending in the year 
1005, when it is expected to pro- 
duce around 20,000 megawatts of 
electricity, many times more than 
the amount now being produced at 
the Soviet-built Aswan Dam, ths 
agency said. 

It added that construction of the 
first power-generating unit will be- 


gin in 1977 and is expected to go 
into operation in 1984. 

The project involves the opening 
ef a 80 km. long canal to bring 
Mediterranean water into a Kuwait- 
sized wasteland in the western 
Egyptian desert known as the Kat- 
tara depression, 140 metres below 
sea level. The water would drive 
hydroelectric turbines and provide 
Egypt with much needed power for 
development. 

With a $4.9m. grant from West 
Germany for an extensive three-year 
feasibility study, Egypt hopes to 
find out what it wHlI take to get the 
project done and how much it will 
cost. .

MELBOURNE, Australia. — 
AN AUSTRALIAN psychologist 
believes that teachers and pupils 
communicating with their eyes 
could play a vital role in the 
classroom. 

Dr. Terry Hore, director of the 
higher education advisory and 
research unit of Monash Univer- 
sity in Melbourne, believes the 
“non-verbal” communication 
would be particularly helpful 
between teachers and children 
of new settlers in Australia. 
Many of these children arrive in 
Australia with little or no 
knowledge of English. i 

Dr. Hore believes that eyes, 
facial expressions and gestures 
can communicate so much infor- 
Taation that he has obtained a 
$A13,000 grant from the 
Australian Government to carry 
on his research, 

He says many teachers are 
already using eye contact sub- 
consciously to communicate 
with some pupils. 

In one experiment, Dr. Hore 
used hidden television cameras 
to record the amount of eye 
language between 58 pupil- 
teacher pairs performing a 
cooperative learning task. 

The teachers, all specialising 
in English, were randomly 
selected from 157 postgraduates 
in the education faculty of 
Monash University. 

The children came from 
grades four and five of a nearby 
primary school. They were 
selected in three groups: 
Australian-born, settlers who 
had been in Australia for four or 
more years, and children with 
little knowledge of English. 

A special ‘'room within a 
room" was built for the tests, 
containing a table with facing 
chairs and a microphone linked 
to recording equipment.

The Spectronixs company 
completed installing their fourth 
Safe system on an 80,000 ton oil 
carrier. The safe system is based on 
individua] round fire ishers 
modules which can be installed and 
changed very easily. The system is 
fully automatic, releasing Dupont 
Freon 1301 fire extinguishing gas 
within 5 to 10 seconds after it 
‘‘detects"' smoke or fire. The 
modules are available in different 
sizes from 800 grams to 60 
kilograms. Mr. Dov Spector, the 
owner of the firm, told The 
Jerusalem Post that his system is at 
least 40 per cent cheaper than the 
carbon dioxide one. It is also easier 
to install since the-individual modules 
do not need any specia) piping, only 
electrical wiring to connect it with 
the control panel. The modules can 
also be used manually. 

Mr. Spector disclosed that because 
of large orders for loca] military pur- 
poses, they had been able to export 
very little.

‘Eye language’ could 

help new immigrant 
children at school 


Remote-controlled zoom lens 
television cameras were set up 
behind fly-wire sereens at either 
end of the room to secretly 
record full-face shots of the 
teacher-pupil pairs as they sat at 
the table. 

The camera signals were fed 
into a special generator to 
provide a split-screen video tape 
recording of both faces for later 
analysis.

Eye contacts 


“It is important to understand 
the complexities of eye contacts 
— which occur for only seconds 
or split seconds at a time — for 
though we use these behaviours 
constantly, we do not do so con- 
sciously. 

“‘A second reason is that ver- 
bal and non-verbal channels 
of communication can 
simultaneously transmit con- 
tradictory messages — for ex- 
ample, saying’ you like 
somebody but subconsciously 
contradicting yourself by 
avoiding eye contact." 

“Dr. Hore believes teachers 
may in the future do a course in 
the non-verbal communication 
of eye and body “‘language."" He 
says a highly developed course 
of instruction could help 
teachers to communicate more 
effectively with all of their 
pupils.

According to the French 
Prime Minister, ‘‘the agreement 
is only a framework, with detaiis 
to be filled in later; but it incor- 
porates all necessary 
precautions against nuclear 
proliferation.” 

Two days previously, the 
“Sunday Times"' reported the 
annexation by Libya of a distant 
desert in Chad. Its rocks (the 
report explained) were rich in 
uranium. Not surprisingly, this 
report was vigorously denied by 
that well-known champion of 
truth and moderation, Colonel 
Gadaffi. 

Control over fuel, then, is the 
key to nuclear proliferation.

WITH BARELY six weeks to go 
until independence day on 
November 11, Portugal is clear- 
ly preparing to abandon Angola 
and to -allow the three rival 
nationalist movements to settle 
the power struggle amongst 

themselves. τ 

The planned withdrawal of 
Portuguese troops by November 
11 was recently confirmed by the 
new Portuguese High Com- 
missioner in Angola, Admiral 
Leonel Cardoso, in a state- 
ment given wide coverage in the 
territory. 

Under the terms of the Penina 
agreement signed in Portugal 
earlier this year between the 
three Angolan nationalist 
movements and the Portuguese 
Government, Portugal has until 
February 29 next year to 
withdraw its troops. By that 
stage there should be a 24,000- 
strong Angolan army, made up 
of an equal number of troops 
from the three movements, as 
‘weil as a democratically- 
elected Government in power. 

But with the three nationalist 
movements engaged in an in- 
creasingly bitter civil war which 
the Portuguese Government is 
unable to control, Lisbon 


every MP has constituents who 
are employed by it.

defensive weapon, while the

ΤῈ ALL PORTUGUESE troops 
are withdrawn by November 11 
it will create a situation not at all 
unfavourable to the leftist 
MPLA (Popular Movement for 
the Liberation of Angola), which 
controls Luanda and most of the 
important cities.

dependence.
